In Ottawa Cuban Communism may 
appear to be a minor source of infec- 
tion, hardly worth worrying about. in 
Washington, now facing several specific 
revolutions and a general sociai revolu- 
tion certain to change the whole face of 
Latin America before it is fthished, Cuba

For Cuba is: the first Communist 
beach-head in the hemisphere, an almost 
incredible satellite of Russia and China 
a few miles from the shores of the 
United States.

America whose 
future-is incalculable and whose impor- 
tance, Americans think, is quite un- 
known to most Canadians.
